The meeting itself, though enthu­ 
siastic, was orderly. It was featur­ 
ed by a declaration by C. O. Pratt, 
leader of the striking carmen, that 
the sympathetic strike, although the 
leaders, he asserted, regretted the 
necessity of calling one, would not 
stop in Pennsylvania if the fight was 
prolonged. “We will go through the 
United States,” declared Pratt. 
Cars ran uninterruptedly today in 
greater numbers than since the strike 
began. 
The strikers did not claim any 
new accessions to their ranks, and 
such as there were the employers 
claimed was more than offset by de­ 
sertions from the strikers’ cause.

It required that the State Treasurer 
should give a bond in the sum of a 
half million dolTttrs with" surety com- 
panies, the same to*bc approved by 
the governor and the state auditor, 
and filed with the secretary of state. 
The state treasurer .was required to 
deposit all funds in. banks through- 
out the state, apportioning it among 
the different counties in proportion 
to the amount of taxes paid by each 
county, and no bank should hold 
more of the public funds, including 
state, county, municipal and school 
district 
funds, * than the amount of
